2 6 .— Mr. 
Hitchcock,a prominent farmer of Gar­ 
den Grove, five milea from Santa 
Ana, came to town last Monday even­ 
ing with his wife, and acknowledged 
hiB property to a German named 
Anschlag, who had bought his ranch, 
and after that was not heard of. 
Sus­ 
picion was aroused last night, and in­ 
vestigation proves that Hitchcock 
and 
his 
wife 
returned 
home 
on 
Monday afternoon 
and 
de­ 
livered 
the 
deed 
to 
Anschlag 
who claimed that he paid them the 
balance in cash, viz: $8000, and, 
brought them to Santa Ana before day­ 
light on Tuesday morning to take the 
early train. They were not seen here 
and no such parties are known to have 
taken the train on that date. 
Search 
at the house proves that all their 
clothing, including three overcoats of 
Mr. Hitchcock and his wife’s clothing, 
trunks and jewelry, including her gold 
watch, are all unmolested, or not even 
packed up and put away. 


A OIIA8TLY DISCOVERY. 
At 4:45 this afternoon one of the 
numerous parties of searchers, riding 
three miles southeast of the Hitch­ 
cock house, discovered fresh straw 
on the prarie. 
They commenced 
digging and soon discovered hodies. 
They soon unearthed them, and after 
taking the names of witnesses, lifted 
out the bodies of Chas. B. Hitchcock 
and his wife. 


HOW T IIE DEED WAS DONE. 
Hitchcock while attending to his 
team between 0 and 10 p . m . a s usual, 
was waylaid in the bam by Anschlag 
with an axe, who followed this up by 
killing Mrs. Hitchcock, loading both 
bodies in the wagon, drawing them 
to this forsaken spot, burying them 
and starting to Santa Ana by daylight. 
Omt of the 
horrible 
hole 
came 
several cans, probably of blood, gath­ 
ered fromthe ground where the victims 
were killed. Next came two ropes 
which had been on the legs of the 
bodies to haul them around with. A 
party of lynchers quickly organized 
and started at once for Anschlag, but 
Marshal 
Insley 
had foreseen the 
trouble and started the prisoner for 
Anaheim. 


IDENTITY OF TH E DECEASED. 
Mr. Hitchcock,was a handsome man, 
tall, broad, shouldered, and comman­ 
ding of appearance; Mrs. Hitchcock, 
was likewise a handsome, 
refined 
lady 
highly 
accomplished. 
Both 
were leaders of social societies. lie 
was one of the main leaders in the 
advancements of the Santa Ana val­ 
ley and first in railroad movements, 
hotels, etc. 
Both 
were loved 
and 
honored 
by 
all 
who 
knew 
them. 
Mr. 
Hitchcock’s 
father and mother are now tottering 
on the edge of their graves. 
Mrs. 
Diteheock’H father and mother are 
living 
at 
Compton, 
Illinois, 
with another son, Frank. 
Anschlag is a middle sized man, 
dark brown eyes, smooth face, well 
dressed, speaks very little English, 
lie has been here one year. He lias 
a brother in Manchester, England. 
His mother lives in Germany. 


LATEST— ANSCHLAG LYNCHED. 
Information reached here at 8:30 
v. m . that the lynching party overtook 
the officers a few miles south of 
Anaheim, near a bunch of trees, and 
finished by hanging the murderer. 
The courts will be petitioned to set 
aside the deed and allow the property 
to go to the heirs of the murdered in­ 
stead of to those of the murderer.

Pension Allowances Grant­ 
ed by the Senate. 


A NUMBER OF BILLS PASSED 


Spooner's Proposition R egarding 
the R egulation of Tele­ 
graph Commerce.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 26. — The 
Senate to-day took from the calendar 
and passed the bill increasing ¿he 
pension for total deafness to $30 a 
month, from $13, aad allowing a pro­ 
portionate rating for partial deafness. 
The entire increased expense to the 
Treasury under the bill will not ex­ 
ceed $100,000 a year. 


MRS. LOGAN’S PENSION. 
The bill to grant a pension of $2000 
a year to the widow of General Logan 
then came up for discussion. 
Berry opposed the bill on the ground 
that it was wrong in principle. 
Stewart advocated the bill. 
He 
said that General Logan bad been the 
idol of the volunteer soldiers on all 
occasions when he had fought their 
battles. He believed that the widows 
of all private soldiers would rejoice in 
the passage of the bill. It was neces­ 
sary for the country to have some 
conspicuous examples, something for 
the young men of the hereafter to 
emulate. 
Senators Hoar and Davis spoke in 
favor of the bill. 
Reagan stated his reason for voting 
against the bill. The founders of the 
government had prohibited Congress 
and States from conferring patents of 
nobility, proceeding on the idea that 
there was to be no privileged class in 
the United States. For three-quarters 
of a century that went, but within 
the last quarter of a century the prin­ 
ciple had been disregarded, and Fed­ 
eral Judges and military and naval 
officers had been retired with pen­ 
sions. All of this tended in the di­ 
rection of a privileged class to be sup­ 
ported by* taxes levied on the other 
people. 
Berry called for yeas and nays and 
the bill passed, yeas 55, nays 7. The 
negative votes were given by Messrs. 
Berry, Cole, Colquitt, Harris, lteagan, 
Saulsbury and Vaneo. The name was 
corrected so as to read Mary S. Lo­ 
gan, not Mary A. 
On motion of Vest, a lil^e bill, in­ 
creasing to $2000 a year the pension 
of the widow of General Frank P. 
Blair, was passed by a vote of 54 to 6, 
Mr. Saulsbury not voting. 


b i l l s p a s s e d . 
Tho calender was taken up and the 
bills thereon taken up in their regular 
order, those objected to being laid 
aside without action. The following 
were passed: 
Bill to extend limits to the port of 
Portland, Or., as a port of entry. 
Senate bill to amend act of 10th 
June, 1880, as to immediate trans­ 
portation of dutiable goods, extending 
the act to Seattle and Tacoma, W. T. 
Also, to create a port of delivery at 
Port Anneles in tho district of l ’ugct 
Sound, W. T. 
Also, granting to the State of Cali­ 
fornia 5 per cent, of the proceeds of 
the cash sale of public lands in that 
State. 


SPOONER’S PROPOSITION. 
A bill was introduced by Senator 
Spooner to regulate the commerce 
carried on by telegraph. It defines 
tho term “ telegraph company’’ as 
used in the bill to mean persons or 
corporations engaged in interstate 
telegraphy for hire. In telegraphy 
between foreign countries and the 
United 
States 
it 
declares 
that 
the charges shall 
be 
reasonable 
anil 
just, and that it slmll be 
unlawlul for any Company to give 
unreasonable preference or advantage 
to any persons, company,corpo aten, 
locality or class of business, or sub­ 
ject or any unreasonable discrimi­ 
nation; that each company shall 
afford reasonable and equal facil­ 
ities 
to 
tho 
connecting 
line, 
and shall not discriminate in rates 
and charges between the connecting 
liues. Section 
six 
requires 
the 
telegraph companies to publish their 
rates with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and notify the com­ 
mission ten days before-hand of any 
proposed changes. 
The sections of 
tho bill give the Interstate Conmerce 
Commission 
jurisdiction 
over the 
interstate telegraph business.

On motion of Wise, of Virginia, a 
bill was passed regulating practice in 
cases removed from State to Fed- 
deral Courts. 
It provides for the 
plaintiff not to be required to give 
security for the costs of suits if he be a 
citizen of the State in which the suit 
is brought. 
Belmont, of New York, from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, re­ 
ported a joint resolution accepting the 
invitation of the French Republic to 
take part in the International Ex­ 
hibition at Paris in 1889, and appro­ 
priating $200,000 to enable the United 
States to participate.

W e l l i n g t o n , B. C., January 26.— 
The exploring 
parties worked all 
Tuesday night in endeavoring to find 
the bodies of the victims, t ut it was 
not until 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
that the work of bringing the bodies 
to the surface was begun, and in little 
over an hour’s time the bodies of 
seven white men and eight Chinese 
had been raised. They were man­ 
gled and blackened beyond recogni­ 
tion, and tlie only means of knowing 
the unfortunate victims’ names were 
the points at which they were found. 
There were not more than one hun­ 
dred men and women around the 
shaft during the afternoon and the 
melancholy task proceeded with regu­ 
larity and quiet. The dispatch sent 
at midnight on Tuesday is correct. 
Every individual in the east stope 
where the explosion occurred was 
killed, even Robert Williams, the 
engineer at the top of the slope, about 
fifiy yards from the foot of the shaft. 
His was 


t h e f i r s t b o d y l o c a t e d 
And the first to be brought up. 
The 
explosion did not penetrate in the 
west slope further than to make a 
severe concussion, 
which affected 
some severely, but the after-damp 
rushed in. However, by the presence 
of mind exhibited in immediately re 
pairing the fan, an air current was re­ 
stored and many lives were saved. An 
inquest will be held by Dr. Walker, 
who conducted that at Nanaimo. 
The jury met to day and will proba­ 
bly adjourn for a fortnight until all 
the evidence necessary is forthcoming. 
The report that a man had fallen 
from the wire rope and had been 
killed is incorrect. Samuel Davis did 
let go of his hold when part of the 
way up, but did not fall.

Thirty-five bodies had been brought 
to the surface, of which number six­ 
teen were white and the balance Chi­ 
nese.

ALL THE WHITE MEN FOUND. 
The night shift which went on at 2 this 
morning, had so tar accomplished the 
work of searching for dead that when 
they were relieved a‘ 8 but four white 
men remained in the mine; these 
were soon after discovered anil raised 
to the surface, thus completing the 
work of recovering the bodies of the 
white miners. At this hour thirty- 
seven Chinese had also been taken 
out, leaving nine remaining Chinese, 
the bosses claiming that forty-six 
were missing. A great majority of 
the victims were fearfully mutilated 
and blackened, their skins being 
burned off and their heads especially 
battered. 


DISTRESSING DISCOVERIES. 
Elisha Davis, a young man found 
during the night was unrecognizable 
except for a portion of his shirt, of 
which a little was still retained. His 
leg was torn out of its socket and 
thrown forty feet from where his 
mangled trunk was discovered. A 
portion of the head was blown off and 
his body was crushed into a shape­ 
less mass. His father was working in 
the west coal, and was one of the first 
who came out of the shaft. 
John McNeil, father of a large fam­ 
ily. when found was standing on his 
head against the timbers. 
Many of 
the victims were gashed about the 
head and burned to the middle while 
their limbs wore free from any hurt. 
One Chinaman was stripped of all his 
clothing, and the soles of his boots 
were blown off, leaving the uppers on. 
Several white men were stripped 
entirely of their clothiug. A miner’s 
pick was blown up to the eye in 
solid timber. There were several 
caves during the explosion and espec­ 
ially in that portion where the two 
Robinsons were found. It is thought 
that it was from this quarter that the 


explosion came, as it was at the ex 
treme end of the coal. However, 
nothing definitely will ever be known 
for all who were working in the east 
level are dead. 


S N O W E D IN . 


•n tlie Emit. 


B o s t o n , Mass., January 26.—Re­ 
ports this morning from various ]x>ints 
in Maine, New Hampshire and Ver­ 
mont state that the heaviest snow­ 
storm for years prevailed all night 
and in most places it is still snowing. 
Travel is greatly impeded. All trains 
from the northeast are from four to 
six hours late and on many roads all 
freight trains have been abandoned. 
At Old Orchard a snow-plow with 
three engines attached is fast in a 
snow-bank, and almost hidden from 
sight. The snow is‘light and drifts 
badly with a high wind. About two 
feet of snow has fallen and still no 
signs of a let-up. It is the worst 
storm in thirty-five years.

nation,

Plans for the Santa Fe 
Freight Bnilding. 


KAHY HOTES OF THE RAIL. 


A Pecnliar Predicament for a 
Bailroad Company—Elegant 
Pullman Coaches. 


The plans and specifications for the 
Santa Fé’s new freight office give 
promise of a very pretty and certain­ 
ly a most complete building which 
will be an orament to the locality in 
which it is situated. A large force of 
men commenced W ednesday morn­ 
ing the work of building the founda­ 
tions, which will becomposed of brick, 
and already they are nearly complete. 
The building will be 70 feet and 2 in­ 
ches long and 42 feet wide, two stories 
high with a high sloping roof. 
From 
the ground to the eaves the distance is 
26 feet, while the 
ridge of 
the 
roof is about twelve feet higher, mak­ 
ing the entire structure thirty-eight 
feet high. The southern end of the 
office will be built of brick, and the 
northern half of wood. 
The object iu 
doing this is to have the end next the 
warehouse protected in case of an­ 
other fire. 
The elevation fronting the 
track will have six window's below 
and a door and six windows above, 
the windows being three feet wide 
and nine long. 
The door facing the 
track opens into a small hall, which 
gives admission to the operator’s room 
on the right and tae trainmen’s anti 
battery rooms on the left. The oper­ 
ator’s room is to be a large oue, aud 
w ill be provided with a counter, over 
which 
business 
will 
be 
trans­ 
acted. The trainmen’s room is also 
fitted out in like manner. Passing 
the rooms mentioned above, a small 
door opQns into the toilet rooms, 
which are of the most improved pat­ 
tern. 
This hall runs clear across the 
building, allowing any one to go up 
the stairs which are located at the 
west side of the house. 
In the south­ 
east corner of the office, a large fire­ 
proof vault 10x12 is to be constructed. 
For convenience this vault will run 
from the ground floor to the ceiling of 
the second story, and it will be used 
for the storage of all the company’s 
records, books, bills of lading. &c. 
The vault is situated in a room thirty- 
• five feet nine inches wide by forty- 
two feet long. As yet no arrangements 
as to how this room will be utilized 
have been made, though it will prob­ 
ably be divided into small offices and 
used by the employes of the company. 
From the city side of the office a door 
opens into a hall, from which a door 
leads into the car clerk’s office. 
Just 
inside this door a flight of stairs leads 
pp tQ the second story, In the south­ 
east comer of this floor the assistant 
superintendent’s office is situated. 
It 
is 13 feet 8 inches wide, and will be 
handsomely finished with the most 
improved equipments. 
West of, and 
T 
ning into this office, is the room 
the superintendent’s chief clerk. 
10:4x13:8 in size. 
Next to this 
room, but 
with 
no 
connecting 
door is the janitor’s closet, which is 
13 feet square. This room opens on 
the hall and is situated directly at the 
steps. Across the hall from the Su­ 
perintendent’s office is a large room, 
18 feet 8 inches long by 11 feet wide, 
which is to be given to Mr. Ed. 
Chambers, the freight agent, as his 
E 
rivate office. 
Mr, Chambers’ room 
as a door opening to the large freight 
office, 45.5x42 feet in size. This office 
will be fitted out with new desks and 
stools and will be used by the clerical 
force of the freight department. 
A 
shed projects entirely around the build­ 
ing just below the windows of the se c­ 
ond story, while a large platform runs 
around the house on the ground floor. 
The roof is ornamented with a dor­ 
mer window at the northern end, and 
also has three chimneys, one in the 
middle and one on each end! 
The 
south end of the building touches the 
platform of thecompany’s warehouse, 
though there is no door at that end. 
For protection this wall is built solid, 
and runs from the ground to the top 
of the warehouse. 
The material is 
all on the ground and in two months 
time the clerks and officials hope to 
be snugly fixed in their new quarters.

The most p rom inent and characteristic feature is a m orbid discharge from th e head, 
varying in its n atu re at different tim es. 
. 
In some there is an alm ost constaut flow of clear, acrid fluid, but oftener an offen­ 
sive, purulent or m uco-purulent, greenish j ellow m atter Is secreted, w hi h accum ulates 
in the nostrils or dropH into th e throat, necessitating its freq u en t removal by blow ing 
th e nose or expect ration, an d often by botu processes. Sometim es patients feel as 
though th eir whole head was in a state of rottenness, so great is the am o u n t of n atter 
discharged an d so foetid is its odor. Tho patient is greatly annoyed by th e co n stan t drop­ 
pin g into the th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from th e head, and hs a recu m b en t positi n 
n atu rally favors th e How dow nw ard, his rest Is frequently disturbed from th is cause. 
Many aufferers are obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch elevated*in order to sleep with 
tom e degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects b ehind an d above th e »oft 
palate, iu th e passage between th e throat an d head, adh erin g to ihe parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses rcsplratiou and creates a sensation of irritatio n an d 
uneasiness in th e affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant and alm ost in eslstib le 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing th e m u m s into th e throat so as to reject It by 
th e m outh. T his practice, popularly know n as ‘‘haw king." is characteristic of C atarrh, 
aud proves as em barrassing t - the one «fleeted, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and deposits Itself on the m em brane in the 
shape of dry. hard concretions, which are discharged by the way of th e uostrils or throat 
in lum ps or fragm ents of a deep greea tin t. 
In sonic cases these incrustations accum u­ 
late to such a n extent U6 to form a regular plug in the nose, w hich obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discom fort. 
Ho firm ly do these incrustations adhere to th e point 
of attachm ent th at th eir removal usually requires th e m ost v io len t efforts an d not un- 
frequently they have to be torn from th e m em brane. O ecssioi.allv a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled on which there are generally triy cs of blood, but in som e cases th e 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of ex act shape of th e nasal cavity. T his co n ­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e, m ay destroy th e bony stru c tu r of th e 
nose an d produce a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Caaes are occasionally m et with in which a thick, viscid, slim y accretion coats th e 
m em bram e of the nasal cavities an d then putrefies, giving rise to a stench 
w hich ia 
really overpow ering, an d sufficiently fetid to poiBon th e atm osphere of a w h o le room, 
an d there are others in w hich all secretions of the m em brane are suspended, ca u sin g an 
unpleasant fueling of dryness, heat, and feverishness in the h ead ana nose—a condition 
popularly known as "D ry C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to th e air eavitles of th e b o n es of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distr« ssiug sensation of heavy w eight o r com pression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between th e eyes, an d t o a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, heat, irritatio n , soreness or pain in the nostrils near th e root of th e d o b u , as well a s 
iu the upper part of the throat, above, and behind the soft palate. Somc-timeB th ere is 
p ain obBiinately fixed in some p articu lar part, as in th e tem p.es, on th e top of th e head, 
a t th e back of th e neck, or behind the orbits, and, occasioiiallv, pain m anifests itself in 
th e face of so severe a ch aracterth at it is frequently m istak en for neuralgia. 
The breath is alw ays tainted an d at tim es assum es an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
in g odor. Iu some cases it becom es so rcvoltiugly offensive as to render th e sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self as well as to others, 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and congested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, 
som etim es on one side, som etim es on th e other, an d often on both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stuffy tM usation in the head, aud occasionally to violent and prolonged p ar­ 
oxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, iu d istin ct and husky, or of a nnsnl ch aracter, displaying a sort of 
RDlfiling quality. O ftentim es there is a co n tinuous hoursehess and discordance. There 
ia also a sense of irritation in the throat, and freq u en t attem p ts to clear the parts of 
phlegm , producing the sound "h em ” m ore or less forcibly. In som e cases patients com 
plain of an uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation in the th ro at, and in 
others of a distressing and alm ost constant dryness, for th e tem porary relief o f w hich 
they have to swallow frequently. O thers again speak of a co n stan t baa or nauseous taste 
in the m outh and throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers more or less an d becomes weak au d irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious aud nearly always bad In th e m orning. T he p atien t is languid, u uable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility, !b nervous, depressed in 
Bpirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, agitated, aud inclined to drow siness aud sleep; th e siem - 
ory w eakened au d perm anent im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becomes m orbidly sensitive to u n favorable influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, becom es affected from the slig h test causes, so t h at at last 
a breath of w ind upon Ihe lining of Ihe nose or throat becom es prodnctive of a cold, aud 
gives riseto serious disturbances of th e respiratory organs. T h u s the patient is subject 
to frequent a- d repeated colds,each attack aggravating the disease by giving it a new 
im pulse, aud involving a larger ex ten t of surface than ils predecessor, in this m anner 
th e difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the th ro at larynx, trach ea and 
bronchial tubes, u n til, encroaching further an d tu ith e r, it reaches the finer ram ifications 
of the bronchi, when but a slight Im pulse is required to send it to th e lungs. 
C atarrh 
m oy, and often does, aff'ect other organs iu th e body, especially those containing a m u­ 
cous m em brane, such as the Stom ach, Dowels, K idneys, Ac. 
; Thus ca tarih becom es th e startin g point of consum ption developm ent, the 
disease 
being eventually transm itted to th e lungs, both by nervous connection and c o u t/n u ity of 
su i face. 
Ho frequently has th is fatal course been noticed th a t all those w ho are thoroughly 
conversant w ith th e subject now look upon catarrh as a p rem o n itio n and one of the very 
earliest m anifestations of cousum piiou. 
Inhalations aro applicable iu all diseases of th e respiratory organs, but muBt be p re­ 
pared for each individual case as they severally require. 
Persons desiring treatm ent by this sybtem of practice can uso the rem edy at hom e as 
w ell as at o u r office, an d which will cause no inconvenience o r hindrance to busincs* 
w hatever.
